at Sopara nearly ten years ‘ago made a aonention 
jn the antiquarian world, has again been sit 

gularly fortunate. In-anothor Buddhist moun 

sone six miles southeast of the city of Jun. 
agddh in Kattywar, ho hos unearthed another 
series of caskets, containing -it seems certain 
more -voritable relies of the ‘divine pessimist, 
Gautama Buddha,” who flourished more than 
six hundred yeara before Christ, and whose 
followers ara slit “more numerous than those of 


Tho new mound, or the.“ Girmay Monnd”; 23 
it will be known among antiquarions, is nonrky 


botweon 80 and 90 foot-high instead 6f 27, and 
abont 230 yards round inatend of 65. But 
in position, character, and detail thay ate so much 
alike that in all. probability they date. from 
tho. sane time, namely, about 150 B, C., or somo 
500 years after ihe death of ‘Gantama Buddha.
